TINKER, EVERS AND CHANCE 


“Throw me that ball! Throw me that ball!” 

The crowd was milling onto the field from the 
stands, players were running from the dugout, the 
game was supposed to be over, but Johnny Evers 
was still standing on second base and screaming at 
an outfielder. And the National League pennant 
hung on his shouting. 

This was one of the most famous moments in 
baseball history. The year was 1908. The Cubs and 
Giants were locked in a bitter pennant fight. This 
was a big game in September, at the Polo Grounds, 
and it went into the last of the ninth tied 2-2. 
With two out, the Giants got Moose McCormick 
on third and Fred Mcrkle on first. The next hitter, 
Al Bridwcll, dropped a single in center field. 
McCormick raced home with the “deciding” run. 
But Merkle, instead of touching second, headed 
across the diamond for the dugout. 

So Evers stood on second, screaming for the 
ball, and the center fielder, Solly Hoffman, finally 
reacted. He threw the ball in to the infield — but 
hd threw it wildly, into the crowd now pushing 
around the field. A Cub pitcher came oi/t of the 
crowd with a ball, threw it to Evers, who stepped 
on second and demanded of the umpire that Merkle 
be called out and the run canceled. Umpire Hank 
O’Day agreed with Evers — and that one play, as 
it turned out, meant the National League pennant 
for the Cubs. It brought the haunting ghost of 
“Merkle’s Boner” to follow that unhappy player 
all his life. And it was another example of why 
Tinker, Evers and Chance are in the Baseball Hall 
of Fame at Cooperstown, New York. 

The immortal double play combination of Joe 
Tinker at shortstop, Johnny Evers at second base, 
and Frank Chance at first base — and as manager 
— brought four pennants to the Cubs. This great 
infield combination played hard, worked harder, 
and brought undying fame to themselves. 


It is even typical of them that the play told 
above— the famous “Merkle Boner”— is still dis- 
puted. Many old experts will tell you that the ball 
Evers got for the putout was not the right one. 
Some say that Iron Man McGinnity, a Giant 
pitcher got the right ball when the outfielder 
threw it wild — and then heaved it over the left- 
field roof! However, the umps agreed with Evers, 
canceled that run, and the game ended as a 1-1 tie. 
It was played off the day after the season ended — 
and this time Tinker hit a two-bagger to beat 
Christy Mathewson and win the pennant for the. 
Cubs. 

As for Chance, he was a great hitter, a great 
first-baseman, one of the finest managers of all 
time, and as much a character as the other two. It 
is told of- Chance that one day he went hitless in 
a big game, and stamped home in a fury. He was 
kicking the walls when his wife tried to comfort 
him. Finally she said, “After all, Franlc, you still 
have me.” 

“Yeah,” said Chance. “But I’d have traded you 
for a base hit any time today.” 

• • * • 

The Cubs shocked the baseball world in 1902 
when they installed two rookies as their second 
base combination. And two such little rookies! 
Johnny Evers, the second baseman was 20 years 
old and weighed 95 pounds. Tinker was 21 and 
also small. 

Nor was this the only surprising thing. Tinker 
had come up as a third baseman and was now 
shifted to short. Evers had come up as a shortstop 
and was shifted to second. Chance, for his part, 
had started out as a catcher and now was on first 
base. 

This apparently makeshift crew went on to be- 
come the greatest double play combo of all time. 
It paced the Cubs to four pennants — in 190^, 


1907, 1908 and 1910 — and to two world champion* 
ships. All three won a place in the Hall of Fame, 
where they were installed together in 1946. There 
are innumerable, unbelievable stories told about 
these unusual ball players. But this one is the most 
incredible. 

Chance, in one game against Cincinnati, hit a 
single. With one out, he stole second. Tinker was 
up next and laid down a bunt. Chance began run- 
ning and never stopped. He turned third and 
headed home and slid safely across the plate — 
scoring 'from second on a bunt. The Cub owner 
called it the greatest play he had ever seen and 
gave Chance the opportunity of a lifetime — a tenth 
interest in the team for $10,000. When Chance 
sold out his share later, he got $150,000 for it. The 
profit on one play was exactly $140,000! 

A magnificent hitter, Chance crowded the plate 
and was a constant target for pitchers trying to 
drive him back from it. He was hit thirty-six times 
.by pitched J>alls and -finally had a brain operation 
as a result. As a manager, he was the old-style 
John McGraw tyrant. “If two players didn’t get. 
along, he’d knock their heads together,” according 
to an old timer. Jim Corbett, once a great heavy- 
weight champion, said that Chance was one of the 
best amateur fighters he ever saw. 

But even Chance couldn’t make Evers and 
Tinker talk to one another after they had a fight 
after a game in 1908. They remained the same 
wonderful double-play team, but never spoke a 
word for years. Maybe it was inevitable they 
would fight sooner or later, for both were high- 
strung and hot-tempered. The reason for their 
fight was small; Evers took a hack to the park one 
day and Tinker had to wait until it returned to 
ride in it. After that they didn’t talk for three years. 

Tinker was born in Kansas in 1880 and was still 
only 21 when he reported to the Cubs after a 
career of three years in the Minors. After he 
teamed up with Evers, they raised- the Cubs 
steadily in the standings and brought them into 
first place. Tinker himself admitted later how 
they had their fight. 


“It must have been in 1908,” he said. “We were 
in Bedford, Indiana, playing an exhibition game. 
We always dressed in the hotel and then went to 
the park in hacks. Evers got in a hack all by him- 
self and drove off, leaving me and several others 
to wait until the hack came back. 

“I was mad, and when I got back to the park 
we got into a fight.” 

They made up their fight after three years -and 
later became friends again. But Tinker, many 
years after, would still shake his head when he 
talked about little Evers. “He was a great player,” 
he would say. “But man, how he could ride you! 
Chance used to say he wished Evers was an out- 
fielder, so he couldn’t hear him!” 

Tinker batted .300 only once in his career, but 
was always dangerous, especially in the clutch. 
He used to borrow bats from a big outfielder, saw 
off the end of them, and use them at the plate. He 
always hit the great Christy Mathcwson as if he 
owned him. 

Evers, a year younger than Tinker, played 12 
years with the Cubs, and moved to the Braves in 
1914. It was surely his spirit that helped the 
Braves perform the most astonishing feat in base- 
ball history that year. They came from last place 
on July 4 to the pennant, and then swept four 
straight from the Athletics in the World Series. 
Though Evers was only a little fellow, he hit as 
high as .341 one year — in 1912 — and averaged 
about .280 for his career. In four World Series he 
hit .316. He was always a money player. 

• • • 

That was Tinker-Evcrs- and Chance — but does 
anybody remember the name of the third basemart 
who played with them? 

Give up? It was Harry Steinfeldt. If nobody re- 
members him, it isn’t that he was a poor player. 
It is just that the names Tinker and Evers and 
Chance would dim any other names of their time 
and team.
